tions are any criterion. There are sev­ 
eral tractors in the making ip the val­ 
ley at the present time, the material 
being old used automobiles that are be­ 
ing fitted with heavy driving wheels. 


Elmer King is one of the ranchers 
who has worked, over a Ford car until 
he is doing successful work in Covina 
jt^s?,. orchards,, and George Kellar i s

tractors, which will be ready for work 
within a f e w days. 


The two drive-wheels are driven from 
a pinion i n the rear of the drivewhcels, 
which is the reverse of the automobile 
truck. 
This is in order to get a short 
frame. The shorter the body the easier 
the turn, and this is the essential thing 
that has been lacking in most tractors 
that have been manufactured for farm 
use. 
The orange grove demands a ma­ 
chine that can make short turns and 
still get traction enough to operate.

In a letter received from a farmer 
•who lives in what he calls'''up state" 
New York, the editor of this newspaper 
was asked to answer a number of ques­ 
tions about the citrus industry, and the 
Utter with the answers' has been for­ 
warded. At the time it was written a 
duplicate was taken, and for some pe­ 
culiar reasons which will present them­ 
selves, the bulk of the letter is going 
to be printed in this article. The .ques­ 
tions of this New York farmer brought 
out a comparison in farming that had 
never been quite so clear. Speaking, not 
as one with great authority, but as one 
who has dwelt in the citrus districts for 
twenty-five years, the editor of 
this 
newspaper answered the questions of 
the man from New York. 


"Is the orange business as bard to 
learn as the business of raising hogs 
and cattle!" is one of the chief ques­ 
tions asked by this New York man. 
The answer immediately is that the or­ 
ange industry is fully as difficult 
to 
learn, but that the business is much 
better handled and cooperated that the 
cattle and hog business, thus allowing 
a, green man to break in gradually. 
lu 
other words, a new man from the eaet 
can tackle the orange or lemon busi­ 
ness, and constantly be taken care of 
in all details by his packing and mar­ 
keting association, while in other lines 
of fanning the coordination is so poor 
that the ignorant ones suffer, and often­ 
times fail. It is a sad fact that farming 
in the general sense is practiced on the 
«-ut throat system. The failure of one 
is supposed to be to the advantage of 
another. These farmers would not, of 
course, admit such a thitfg, but the evi­ 
dences are plain in practice. Now, un­ 
der the cooperative system, as practiced 
by tlw? orange and lemon men of Cali- 
ftraia, the failure of one is a distinct 
damage to alL The failure of any man 
is lay taurines* ie * damage to the 
human family fit worn, but in the co­ 


operative method of doing business, the 
failure is more marked. 


SELECTION OF STOCK. 
If you started in the citrus business 
with as little assistance as could be 
given thirty years ago, it would certain­ 
ly be hard sledding. But today, the 
citrus grower is very well surrounded 
by good information, He starts, for in­ 
stance with accurate knowledge at his 
disposal 
concerning 
the 
selection 
of 
tree-stock. If he is going to plant a va­ 
cant piece of land with citrus fruits, 
he will be told by competent men from 
the citrus experiment station of 
the 
state whether or not he ground is suit­ 
able for citrus fruits, and whether he 
can safely plant in that locality as re­ 
gards the matter of extreme heat and 
cold. 


When the citrus industry began in 
Southern California it was started on a 
chance, worse than 
mere luck. 
The 
writer remembers that in the finest lo­ 
cality for citrus growing in Los Ange­ 
les county, a 
large 
number 
of 
the 
groves were planted from orange stock 
secured from seeds that had been ob­ 
tained by rotting down the pulp "of sev­ 
eral barrels of oranges thut came into 
the port of San Francisco, from where 
nobody definitely 
knew. 
These seed­ 
lings are, some of them, in the valley 
today. 


Today, you can select your 
stock 
from a nursery that has been accredited 
by the state experiment station, ami 
you can get the personal services of 
both Mate and federal experts at no ex­ 
pense to you to select your tree stock. 
A long chapter could be written about 
this subject, but cannot be written here. 


The farmer from "up state" New- 
York, or elsewhere, can come into the 
citrus belt of Southern California and 
buy a well-established grove and han­ 
dle it (successfully from the start—not 
because the business is simple, because 
it is not—but because he is in these 
days surrounded by so many safeguards. 
He must learn the citrus business or 


fail to become 
a 
highly 
successful 
citrus fanner, but while he is learning 
the associations and the state and the 
federal government will take care of 
him to the point where he is not victim­ 
ized by his ignorance. The Shamel me­ 
thod of selecting tree-stock, as brought 
out by A. D. Shamel of the federal gov­ 
ernment, has done wonders toward the 
securing of desirable stock at the very- 
outset, and the method of Mr. Shamel 
if keeping a performance record on ev­ 
ery tree in the orchard is a copy of the' 
livestock business, where the perform­ 
ance of a cow is a matter of daily rec­ 


ord. 
The number of oranges that an 
individual tree produces is just as im­ 
portant. 


SEMI-TROPIC FARMING. 
• If you feel that you are coming into 
a strange country, and that you may 
lose everything beeause of your ignor­ 
ance, you are entirely wrong. You are 
batting at windmills. 
You can come 
here from New York or from any other 
place in the world, as hundreds upon 
hundreds have come, and you can grow 
oranges at a profit while you are learn­ 
ing the game, because the cooperative 
system will not allow you to fail, or to 
make 
costly 
mistakes. 
Failures 
and 
costly mistakes must not be allowed, in 
the interests of the industry as a whole. 


The matter of irrigation, for instance, 
is something that the New York farmer 
knows nothing about, but if he buys a 
sufficient number of shares of stock in 
a local irrigating company, the water 
will be run for him when it is needed, 
and experienced workmen will 
teach 
him how to handle it. A whole lot of 
damage can be done by ignorant irri­ 
gating, 
but 
only 
a pig-headed 
man 
would come into a strange country and 
attempt to learn everything in the first 
month. 
The men are here who have 
made a life-work of irrigating. 
They 
can be hired by the day, or the month 
or the year. 


Like irrigating, the question of culti­ 
vation is as distinctly different as i« 
possible from the New York idea of cul­ 
tivation, but it is not difficult to learn, 
and it is not necessary for the new­ 
comer to learn it except in gradual 
doses. 
The cultivation of groves is a 
business, and you can always find ex­ 
pert workmen 
(often the owners of 
ranches) who will take care of this end 
of the business for you, and teach you. 
ORCHARD FUMIGATION. 


Outside of California there are few 
plaees where fumigation is practiced in 
orchard culture—the 
local 
conditions 
are such that fumigation is almost a 


local necessity alone.There are certain 
parasites that work upon the leaves of 
the citrus tree which must be* eliminat­ 
ed or controlled, just as the pests of the 
apples are controlled in eastern coun­ 
tries. The method here is fumigation. 


Fumigation is the use of what is 
known as cyanogen gas. It is the gas 
which is produced by the mingling of 
cyanide of potassium or sodium cyanide 
with sulphuric acid. The gas is deadly 
to any kind of living organism. It will 
kill a man in thirty seconds, or a chick­ 
en or a rat, or any kind of insect pest. 


The remedy is applied in the orchards 
by pulling canvas tents over the trees 
to produce an air-tight 
compartment 
with the tree included. The gas is gen­ 
erated beneath this tent, and the tent 
is allowed to stay on the tree for an 
hour, until every insect pest has beeu 
killed by the fumes, We have what is 
called "black 
scale;" "red 
scale," 
"purple scale." Fumigation is neces­ 
sary annually in Southern 
California 
because of these pests, and is as essen­ 
tially a part of the citrus business as 
harvesting 
the fruit. 
Scale 
on 
the 
leaves and fruit not only cuts down the 


problem in the packing house, as the 
smut clings to the fruit and makes it 
unsightly, 
necessitating washing and 
cleaning. 
Successfully 
fumigated 
or­ 
chards have a 
minimum 
amount 
of 
"dirty" fruit. 


Fumigation not only rids the tree 
and fruit of scale, but it is beneficial 
to the tree from the growing and pro­ 
ducing standpoint. 
It releases all the 
pores of the leaf to a condition of the 


ing' and selling business, and in the 
meantime his fruit will be picked, pack­ 


ed, 
and sold just as fairly and efficient­ 
ly as if he had been on the ground for 
forty years. 


This is what is known as the coop­ 
erative plan. There are farmers in other 
parts of the world who have entered 
into agreements cooperatively, but it 
can be said with truth that nowhere 
else in the world has the cooperative, 
plan been so efficiently worked out as 
in the case of the citrus rancher. The 
apple grower in Washington and Ore­ 
gon has cooperative marketing institu­ 
tions which are modelled after the cit­ 
rus rancher's plan, and there are potato 
associations, 
and 
other, 
associations 
which the New York man or other farm­ 
er is familiar with, but in the citrus in­ 
dustry the fruit is pickod, graded, pack­ 


ed, 
put in cars under refrigeration and 
marketed in the east, south and in Can- 
nda under a system which maintains his 
markets year after year in a way that 
assures him a market and the best price 
that is prevailing. This is the extreme­ 
ly important end of the industry, and 
the cooperative fdea in marketing has 


productivity, but it offers a constautflcnt its influence and atmosphere to all 


phases of the business, so that in a 
sense the cultural questions are handled 
cooperatively, and the rancher's 
life 
and happiness is indissoluably linked 
with the cooperative plan. 


Writing for the benefit of the New 
York man, but including everyone who 
is interested in the citrus business, the 
editor of this newspaper realizes that 
only the concrete phases of the industry 
can bo touched upon, but there is one

There h a s been a good deal of spec­ 


ulation regarding the manner of proced­ 


ure in voting on t h e national 
prohibi­ 


tion amendment. 
Very frequently the 


question i s asked, ' ' Suppose the Cali­ 


fornia 
legislature 
defeats the ratifica­ 


tion a t t h e session of 1919, can it vote 


a g a i n ? " 


The 
best 
legal 
authorities 
seem to 
agree 
t h a t a n y number of negative 
votes m a y be taken b y a legislature 
•within t h e period set for ratification, 
b u t 
that 
once an affirmative 
vote is 
registered that it is recorded in Wash­ 
ington and cannot be Teconsidered. This 
ic t h e view held b y Dr. Gnndier of the 
Anti-Saloon League, and is based on a 
careful study of laws and precedents. 


That interpretation of t h e situation 
i:< distinctly 
favorable to the " d r y " 
cause. I t means that one defeat of tho 
amendment in a state does not settle 
the issue. „The m a t t e r m a y be called 
up on rc-consideration in t h e same ses­ 


sion or it. may come up " d e n o v o " in 
nny subsequent 
lejrislature. 


The legislature in California 
meets 
biennially, 
a n d if t h e prohibition 
amendment 
should not be ratified in 


1019, 
it could 
come u p in 1921 and 
1923 at least. 
The seven year

might even be construed so as to permit 
a vote a s late as the early part of the 
session of 1925. 


The fight should b e made to elect a 
" d r y " legislature in 1919 and w a r .con­ 
ditions will

DIES AT RESIDENCE 


J o h n S. Wine, one of t h e well-known 


earty settlers and orchardists of the Co­ 


vina valley, died on Thursday night of 


last week, J a n u a r y 10, after a lingering 


illness, death occurring a t t h e old home­ 


stead a t the'corner of Rowland a n d Cit­ 


r u s avenues. H e was 
; in his sixty-first 


year, h a v i n g been born in t h e Shenan­ 


doah valley of Virginia o n - A u g u s t 2 1 , 


1857. 


Mr. Wine spent his boyhood days on 
his father 'a place in Virginia, and after 
finishing a college education, 
attended 
B a x t e r University of Music, a t Friend­ 
ship, Alleghany county, N e w York. H e 
afterwards engaged in stockraising near 
Greeley, Colorado, and in t h e San Carlos 
reservation i n Arizona. H i s duties a t 
t h e reservation were t h a t of issuing ra­ 
tions to the Apache Indians. Mr. Wine 
married Miss H a t t i e 
Deeter a t Long- 
moot, Colorado, in 1880. Of this union 
t w o sons n o w survive him, Homer Well­ 
ington Wine, and J . Leet W i n e . 


Mr. Wine h a d been ill a t his home 
litre for quite a considerable 
period. 
His funeral, held on S a t u r d a y morning, 
was attended by a large number of t h e 
older residents of t h e valley, a n d w a s 
impressively conducted b y Rev. J . W . 
U t t e r of the First Christian church of 
Covina. 
Appropriate hymns were 
sung 
by t h e Misses Elvira, Grace and Eliza­ 
beth U t t e r and Miss Rachel McClure of 
V a n Nuys, being " S h a l l W e Meet Be­ 
yond the R i v e r ? " a n d " N e a r e r , M y 
God, to T h e e . " 


Mr. Wine h a d chosen a text 
before 
his death, leaving a request that it b e 
used as a basis for t h e funeral service.

Of the scanty agriculture, almost entire 
absence of trees—the one bearing apple- 
tree at Reykjavik being the pride of 
the entire island population—the inter­ 
esting dairying, sheep and pony-raising, 
most fnscinnting glimpses were given. 
I-jven N'ew England seems to be out­ 
done by little Iceland in the salt fish 
industry, 
which 
flourishes 
famously 
along the south coast. 


The political history of thc country 
was intensely 
interesting, 
with 
the 
story of the long struggle for emanci­ 
pation from Denmark, so complicated 
by the isolation nnd small size of the 
country. The recital of the work of the 
women, who hare full suffrage, of the 
national heroes, and of thc formation cf 
the parliament, all new to most of thc 
audience, was more than ordinarily in­ 
teresting. 
Fine photographs of 
the 
largest of the cities, none of them seem­ 
ingly very large—Reykjavik, with 12,- 
000 population, being by far the larg­ 
est—were shown, with thc especially at­ 
tractive features described. 


Mr. W. M. Griswold, the chairman of 
the committee in charge of the course, 
presided and gracefully introduced Dr. 
Raymond, who received a most cordial 
welcome back to Covina.

NO NEW ROADS 
FOR COUNTY 


B Y 
" E M B L E M . " 


Automobile Club of Southern California 


I s Los Angeles county going to build 
any new roads during the coming y e a r f 
W h a t has this county accomplished 
in 
road building d u r i n g 19171 


These questions h a v e been answered 
in full to a representative of the Auto­ 
mobile Club of Southern California 
by 
County H i g h w a y Commissioner Joyner, 
and as in practically everything else, 
the war is t a k i n g its toll from the coun­ 
t y road system. 


As to the first, l e t ' s spill the beans 
hot off the fire: This county, queen of 
Southern California, is to h a v e no new 
roads next year, and probably none the 
year after that. I t is t a k i n g every cent 
that t h e road d e p a r t m e n t can scrape to­ 
gether t o keep in repair tho 371 miles 
of boulevard we already h a v e . And of 
this, more anon. 


As to the second, this c o u n t y ' s ac­ 
complishment d u r i n g the past year in 
road affairs h a s been g r e a t — b u t not in 
a w a y which is apparent to the casual 
observer. A s m a y bo (imagined, i t is no 
Lilliputian job to keep these 374 miles 
of first-class highway in 
first-class 
con­ 
dition. For this work, the county road 
department was handed $1,330,000 and 
told to do the best it could for 
one 
year—twelve 
months. 
This 
h a n d o u t 
took place last July, that being the 
first 
of the fiscal y e a r for the 
roads 
a n d 
roadlets. 


Yesterday Mr. Joyner s t a t e d t h a t ap­ 
proximately 
one-half 
of 
t h a t 
sum, 
or 
$605,000, had been spent in six months 
to build some new road links, b u t most­ 
ly to keep those a l r e a d y built in r u n n i n g 
order. 
T h a t 
leaves about 
$605,000 
t o 
last until noxt July, when another fund 
will be born. 
I n 
1917, then, we 
find 
t h a t tho W o r k m a n Mill road was com­ 
pleted, as were the Pico boulevard, t h e 
Wright and Tweedy road, Hovey ave­ 
nue, 
Berkshire avenue, Highland 
ave­ 
nue, and Grand View avenue. 
Contracts 
have 
beeu lot and advertised, 
respec­ 
tively, for Azusu avenue a n d B u r r avo- 
nuo (part of cost.) 
Two bridges h a v e 
been ordered at a coat of 
$75,000—the 
Sanford bridge and the Temple-Mission 
bridge. 


From the S t a t o license 
(automobile) 
fund, this county received $315,000, of 
which approximately $157,500 lias been 
spent for the maintenance of highways 
and for general engineering work. 
Of 
this fund, j u s t one-half remains for the 
next six months. 


Los Angeles county was the pioneer 


in road-building for the state, a n d its 
burst of speed in its early h i g h w a y con­ 
structing d a y s w a s 
phenomenal;'when* 
roads were thrown over its surface with*] 
gatling speed. 
Tho groat majority 
of 
these were " s e r v i c e r o u t e s " — t h a t is, 
they 
wore surveyed where t h e y 
were 
actually 
needed, 
and 
when 
all 
there 
were needed were built, there -was vory 
little money left over for scenic boule­ 
vards. 


Scenic boulevards are needed now in 
t h i s county. I t is behind other Southern 
California counties in this regard, 
b u t 
there is no money for roads of this char­ 
acter—and very little m o n e y for 
new 
roads of a n y description. B u t t h e r e is 
much 
comfort 
in Mr. J o y n e r ' s 
state­ 
m e n t t h a t every road which iB actually 
needed for exchange of traffic h a s been 
built, with t h e possible exception of a 
truck boulevanl t o t h e harbor. 


If scenic r o a d s a r e t o bo built, 
tho 
question arises as to the source of the 
funds. 
That, of course, i s up to 
the 
great god called " t h e p u b l i c , " t h e 
final 
arbiter in m a t t e r s of this kind. 
I t 
is 
pointed out t h a t the city dweller, in this 
case the resident of Los Angeles mostly, 
is the one to use tho sconie h i g h w a y s 
most, and yet he is the least willing to 
pay for their construction;. 


Some concern is often ©xprossed 
a t 
the a m a z i n g indifference on tRe part of i 
t h e regular " c o u n t y d w e l l e r , " t h e mo.nl 
who lives outside the city, t o t h e con- j 
Btruction of purely scenic roads. 
B u t 
this 
indifference 
is 
p e r h a p s 
n a t u r a l 
when i t is considered t h a t t h e 
f a r m e r ! 
and rancher and mountaineer lives right 
in tho center of " s c e n e r y " and could 
scarcely be expected to go wild 
w i t h 
enthusiasm when asked to donate money 
for the building of roads for his pleas­ 
ure, when he has vory little leisure time 
in which to tour them, a n d is p r e t t y 
well fed up on scenery, a s sueh, a n y w a y . 


Bailway car shortage is a . bugaboo 
which has affected the work of t h e coun­ 
t y road department in m a i n t a i n i n g tho 
county highways, just as it has affected 
tho building of tho state highways, says 
Mr. Joyner. I t h a s necessitated longer 
hauls by motor truck a t n g r e a t e r ex­ 
pense, where the repair work is not near 
a gravel or g r a n i t e pit, a n d this increas­ 
es the expense. Howover, the offoct is 
not felt as keenly in tho county repair 
work a s it h a s boon felt in t h e stato 
highway construction work. 


As for the next year, tho county road 
department will continue tho even tenor 
of itB ways by prosecuting tho mainten­ 
ance work. Gentle rains are hoped for, 
more thnn enough to 
assure 
bumpor 
cropB, but any violent and road-destroy­ 
ing storms are taboo. I t is those samo 
violent 
and 
boisterous 
storms 
which 
raise havoc with the highways, bridges 
and culverts, and knock the tar out of 
that rood fund, unions a special dispen­ 


sation is made by Providence and' the, 
board of supervisors,

P r e p a r a t i o n s for replacing t h e wash"-, 
ed-out bridges on t h e coast road to San 
Diego are b e i n g made, b n t he porots out 
t h a t t h e work cannot be actually under 
w a y until' aftor the w i n t e r rains, which, 
make tho water too high for work. 


W o r k is going on t o w a r d the comple­ 
tion of the Foothill boulevard cxtoasion 
between San Fernando and La Canada, 
which, connects w i t h t h e Foothill boule-. 
vard to San Bernardino. 
Despite baun- 
perings b y the shortage of cars, surveys ; 
a r e going ahead through M i n t 
canyon 
to tho Owens river valley for the wrote 
which will form the easiest and most 
beautiful approach t o tho Tahoo eettttry 
from tho south. The H i g h w a y Commis­ 
sion is a s k i n g assistance from the gov­ 
ernment for funds to complete the rsia/l 
into tlyj Yosemito valloy.
